should move northward along 
Mountain. 

Councilman James Christen- 
sen supported the Commis- 
sion’s findings, noting that 
“it’s going to be a busy inter- 
section,” and Councilwoman 
Zella Stone, who had voted for 
the amendment recommenda- 
tion while a Commissioner, 
said, ‘I’m still in favor of it— 
Mountain from the Freeway to 
Foothill isn’t suited for resi- 
dential development.” 

‘ Growing more unhapy by 
the moment, Gibson declared, 
“The modern trend in nice 

, cities is away from creation 
of more traffic. Why, this 
situation would stimulate strip 
zoning up Mountain. What's 
more, we have enough land 
zoned commercial already for 
a population of 120,000.” 

Counter-punching, Christen- 
sen said, “‘We have too much, 
I agree, but it’s probably in 
the wrong places. There should 

After this 

decision, I think we should di- 

rect the Planning Commission 

to restudy our entire com- 
mercial zoning.” 

Rossitter joined the fray: ‘I 
agree with Councilman Gib- 
son’s reasoning. This is the 
first real test since we review- 
ed the Master Plan in detail. 
We said then we wanted Moun- 
tain in Upland to be different 
than it is in Ontario.” 

Not to be cornered, Christen- 
sen and Mrs. Stone pointed 
with pride to the recently- 
established Architectural Re- 
view Commission and insisted 
it would hold the check-rein 
over commercial plans for the 
intersection. 

“It’s much more logical for 
commercial development than 
a lot of commercial property 
we have now,”’ observed May- 
or Max Hawkins. His remark 


seemed to turn the tide 
Gibson, near the boiling 
point, wasn't to be denied

County's First AVR Zoning 
OK'd For Cable Airport 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNS) — IFO county's first 
AVR zoning. to protect private airfields from as- 
sessment increases. was approved for Cable Air- 
port at last Thursday's session of the County Plan- 
ning Commission. 

W. L. Robbins. County Aviation Department 
manager, told Planning Commissioners that the 
AVR zoning ordinance had set a precedent for 
California. 

“Your ordinance, for its simplicity and clarity, 
has become a model for the State.” Robbins said. 

The ordinance allows an airport owner to 
have his flying areas zoned just for airport use. 
guaranteeing that he has no plans for any other 
use for the property, thus protecting it from assess- 
ment on the basis of other developments in the im- 
mediate area. 

Cable Airport is the first to get this zoning. Its 
owners backed such a County ordinance for a num- 
ber of years.
